THE LAST DAYS OF THE EMPEROR.

Fuill Acconnt of the Trial of Maximilian,
Miranmon, and Mejia,

The followlng account of the trial of the Im-
perialista is tranalated (fom the Mexlonn Jour-
nal LaSombra de Aiteaga, of Querelaro,June 18,

The three days’ prorogation granted by the
supreme CGovernment 1o the conukel of the
eriminals for thelr further delonse having ex-
pired, an order from headquarters organized
the Court-martinl, aud in virtos of the orders
from headquarters bhe Adjutant-Gonoral lssued
his order as followa:—

AL § o'clock A. M, on the 10th of June, the
eourt-martial nauumbleu at the Thealre of [tar-
bide, and the sudlence wus very large. The
stage was ococupled by tue Court, leaving the
rert of tho thoalre to the spectators, The right
of the atuﬁa was oocupled by the members of the
Court, aud on the left, and Immedintely oppo-
sile, were placed three stools for the eriminals
and seats for their counsel, The most profound
emotion was depioted in the ocountennnces
of mll, and the sllence that relgned in the
gircle conld almost be felt, Messrs, Miramon
and Mejla were brought 10 the theatre at 9
o'clock In the mornlng, In o coaoh, escorted
by a company of riflemen of Galeana
covering front and rear of the vehicle, flanked
by & company of the “supreme powers’ on one
side, and one compnny of the 4th Hattalion
on the other, In this wike they arrived, nod
were deliveread over to Lthe oiflloers In charge of
the conrt-room, ‘IThe Prosldent opened the
Court, The members and the counsel took
thelir deats, all belng In striet uniform, The
Judge Advooate, Lisulenant-Colonel Asplroz,
read the charges, afier which was read the order
from the Commander-1n-Chlef,

The previously taken declarations of Lthe pri-
soners, first, Maximillan, then Miramon and
Mejin, were rord. Next followed the confession
and charges, after whioh there were some slight
upavoldable Interruptions, sich as, for example
Maximilian asked that he be permitted to oall
three lawyers of Mexico o defend him. He
algo desired Baron Magnus to ba called; that he
had matters of his family to arrange, and also
matters of & national chwrmoter tonching
Venlee, llaly, and Austris, of the otmost lm-

tance to those countries, The General-in-
hiefgranted the prayer of Maxhinllan torward-
ing his despateh to Geperal Porfrlo Diaz, The
latier, however, would not allow the telegram
to puss into thal olty, on aecount of its beln
henlei{ed stating that he must have a specis
permit from the sapreme Government of the
same, which was granted, Maximilian named
as hls counsel Mr. Jesus Vasquez, of this elly,
and FEulallo Frrega, Marisno Riva Pa]ncfo
and Rafael Martinez de la Torre, of the eity of

Mexico. Miramon nominated Messrs, Jaaregui,

of Ban Lulg Potosl, and Ambrosio Moreno, of

neretaro. Mejla nominated Mr, Prospero (.
egu.aloo of Queretaro,

_The connsel having read thelr acosptation of
the defense, other docoments of a preliminnry
eharacler were presented and read, but the
rapidity of the reading and Lhe confuslon in the
P Ings do not enable us, nt present, to glve
a detalled account of them, according (o nam-
bers and dates, or of thelr exact statements. Wo
will, therefore, content ourseives only with
speaking of the main ones, Among the docu-
menis regarding Maxlimillan, outside of the
petition aforesald, Lhers was one protestin

ainst Lhe jurisdiction of the court-martial,
claiming it to be an lilegnl proceading against
his person, inasmuch as It Wwas based upon the
law of the 25th of Jaunuoary, 1562, decreeing
sgainst traltors to the couniry: aud that he,
being a foreigner, conld not be a traltor to
the conntry that I8 not bis own, and over which
be exercived such high fanciions that he be
lieved himself nnamenablo Lo the law. There
was also a petition, directed by Maximilian to
the President uklnu an interview, and the
answer of the President, stating that the inter-
view could not be granted, beonuse of the limited
time allowed by law for his trial, but that he
counld address him inwriting anyuning he chose
to say. Amn order from Heavgquarters also ad-
wvised the Judge Advocale that any protest or
exceptions taken by the nccused shall be pro-

rly certifled, and a copy of It glven Lo those
r;wreawd. Mention wus nlso mide of the cer-
tificate of Hllness of Maximillan, argulng in
faver of the prisoner bLelng removed Lo some
olher place, for chaoge of alr.

Next was read the protest of Miramon and
Melin agalnst the jurisdiction of the gourt,
which being refuseda, they agnin excepted to,
becanse they were danled the right to appoal
there beln noSuBr\-ma Uonrtin the nation, and
they arked only thal they be farnlshed a cartls
fled copy of the rullogs of the eourt. These
roceedings bhawing been gone through with,
@ accused, Thomss Mejla, was brought into

eoufrt, and was seated on a stool, guarded on

each slde by an escort of the "supreme powers. "

Mr, Prospéro ecommeunced the defense, We

bave heard n great deal, and bave read much,

but never have we herotofore felt the sdmira-
ratlon ipspired In us by the able counsel, flled
with the principles ot right most a plicnhlu to
the case, delivered by the heart and iuspired by
the most tberal prineiples of our great code,
the Constitution of 1857, This masterpiece of
oralery moved profoundly the entire audlence,

Its constitutionality,

The counsel held that the law of January 25 fs

only applicable from article (th to 1ith lnelo-

The President asked the scoused if he had
anyihing o say in bhig defense, He answored
no, that gl was sald by bls counsel, bul that if
auyibing was forgotien the counsel wounld state

unimpaired belore Lthe world, whioh =0 mnx-
fously awnits the solution of this saial drsman.
Beveral authorf were aited to sastain the posi-
tion taken. The court overruled the position
taken, and foreed Lthe defense to trial, Lhe soun-
sol declaring that they conld, but would mot
keep silent, i view of the [ncompetanoy of
the oourt and theillegality of the law, and then
commenced giving A& history eof thoprisoner.

Mr.  Ortegn, who wWas then speaking,
sald he wonld answoer to the oharges
made agalnnst the prisoner becansa

he waa forced 1o do 8o, not becsnse there exintod
any proof sustaining the oharges, He ran over
the history of the accused, his arrival in
Mexlco, anewerlng to the charige made againat
hBim na an usurper. He sald, Maximillan being
at Miramar, recelved n delegation of Mexloans,
presented to him by a high funotionary of the
court of his brother, who oame 0 offer him the
crown of Mexico. Maximilian refused to necept
the crown until the will of the nation nlmuﬂl
be known Lo him. Meanwhlle the Frenoh ocon.
pled Mexico, nnd under the terror of bayonets
the Assembly of Notables was convoked, who
voled the creatlon of an emplre, of which the
Archduke was (o be the head. Under the in-
fluence of the sald nssembly many manlolpall-
ties gave o thelr adbesion, and these acls of
adhesion were remitled to the Emperor elect.
Maximilian, still hesitating, consulted the
most eminent jurisis of l-:ngfand. nnd the ool
lege of London declared thab ho was elsoted by
Lthe will of the nation Emperor. The jurista of
London, ax well as the oandidate,” ignored
the means used In Mexieco In ordor to obtaln
the unanimity of the people by trinmphant

arties, Meaximilian acoepled, not belleving

imsell & usurper, but, on the contrary, 18
legitimale sovereign; and, moreover, this velief
was confirmed bﬁ the reception he reoelved on
bis arrival 1o this eountry, anaccompunled by
troops, snd none with him bat his family, the
ovations tendered (o him in his transit from
Vera Cruz to the Clty of Mexico, and al the
slnces he visited afterwards In toe Interior of

Lie conntry, Mr. Ortega denled the charge that

Moximillun was thers as an Instrument of
France; that the Archduke had been In confilot
with hor since the ngreement at Miramar; that
there France nsked the eession of Sonors, and
be refuged it, and even Insisted that the artlole
clalming this pretension should be stricken
out, that he constantly opposed the demands of
the French ofliclals, and Lthis state of aMalrs
lasted until they guit the country., Woen
Maximillan percelved the first symptoms of
general discontent ho withdrew from the
capital, and In Orizaba and Cuaornsavaca he
enlled uround him his Minlsters of State, and
consulted with them about the legitlimaey
of his election and the will ot Lhe people,
and they represented to him the entire fldelity
of the people. Most ably did the counsel refute
Lo chuarge of eruelly nlm:'gstl npon the prisonsr,
He sald the law of Lhe dd of Uolober was mude
by Maximlilian when he was cheated Into the
belief that Presldent Juarez had abandoned the
territory, and that one of (he nrtioles of that
law was dictated by the commandet-ln-chief of
the I'rench. Mwreover, this law was only in.
tended as & terror, because never was a patition
for pardon presented but It was conoeded. He
bad given orders that no matter at woat hour
of the day or night a petition for clemency
cume, he should at ones be Informed of it; that
neither his rest nor his labors should be re.
gnrded, which was strictly observed. Finally
the counsel argned the unconstitutionallty of
the law of 1802, 1t being Incompatible with the
spiritof the Liberal party and the rights of the
nation, ilnasmuch us the congueror 18 made the
Judge of the conquered. The counsel closed,
earnestly asking of the- members, 1n the name
of civilization and the history which will l)ndge
of the terrible deeds done this day, for the de.
fenders of the second Independencs of Mexleo,
to save the good name of this country in the
eyen of comling generations, thatjthey may for-
ever appland the crowning of the greatest of
victorles with the greatest of pardons, Here
ended the reading ol the eloquent defense,
It was § o'clock at night when the Prosident
annouoced that the courl stood adjourned to 8
o'clpek to-morrow morning, that the defense
could not longer continne, as the court desired
to consult counsel ln reference W0 some polnts
in the cuse.

June 14.—At thestated hour the court-martial,
having gone tbhrough the usual form, was de-
clared In session, None of the nooused were

resent, The President nsked the connsel for

e prisoners if they had anything fartber to
advance for the defense. They npswared not at
present, but wished to reserve furtherargument
until & later perlod lu the trial, My, Manuel
Asplroz, the Judge Advoeals, then read the
charges agalnst the acoused, sustalning the
same by certain offiolal documents emanating
from the so-called lmperial Government, Mr,
Aspiroz united withh his known abllity & dig-
nified and solemn energy which indloated
no doublt A8 Lo the result of the trial
in the minds of bis hearers,. Among the aogu-
sations agalpst Maximiiian, was found that
terrible charge of having attempled to prolong
the war by his celebrated decree of March 7, In
whiocl be ereated a regency, In onse of his death
in any of the coming battles. To rebut the
effort made by Mr. Vega to overthrow the
charges by reason of the absénce of any
rmu of the same, the Judge-Advooate sald

hat all the oharges wore founded upon
the notorlety of the acts, and that notoriety
wab suffielant Lo establish Lhe scousatlon. Thet,
according to article 28 of the Jlaw of Januar,
25, It would have been suflicient to establis
it as a capital offense, even previous to the
lnentifieation of their persons, The absence of
those records and te<timony, which the counse!
deelns so sirange, amounig to nothing They
ure pot needed, The prisoners wars captured
swith arrncs In their bands, and thelr erimes are
kuowp to Lhe entire world, He sonocluded by
asking that capital punishment be adjudged
the accused,

Messrs, Vasquez and Ortega then sucgesslvely
addressed the Court for the defense, The first
of these gentlomen carofully refuted Lhe charges,
and conoclnded with these memorable words,
addressed o the Courle—""1f youn condemn the
Archduke to death, I am not unessy aboul &
coalition in Europe, or the threatoning attitude
that the United Les may assume townrds the
Hepublie, 1 have confldence In the Liberal
armles that have rooted out the French from
thissoll. Hutl fear the nnlversal reproach thab
will fall upon our country, as an ansthema,
more than even the sentence of death, bacnunfs
of the nullity of the proceadings of this Court,”
At this point Mr, Ortega proceeded, Thisgentle-
man is an orator. We have geen him, and ware
reminded of Lbe beauties of Mirabaau, His
audience was held spell-bound, He went into
tue case with that power of improvisation so
remarkable In him, He protesied agninat the
irregularity of the proceedings. He ealled atten-
tion to the prinolple in right and law that the
Judge Advoonte sbould first read his potition
before the defense commences, because the last
words 1o be heard by the Oourt should be
those of Lhe accused. e ohiAr the Judge Ad-
vooale with having formed hls petition from
the answers made by the defense, ln view of
the proofs farnished by the defanse, whioh is at
varinnee with the legal practice and the right
ful nature of all things. Ile reproached the
Ju:le Advoeate with having collated into his
Eau op proef that had not been read durln

16 trinl, which, apart from proving that sm‘!
officer had taken advantage of the sus
of the Court during the night to perfect hls so-
cusation, but mnkingl points which were
suggested to him by the defense, this bein
ugalnst il law In & quostion where lifée an
death is concerned.

TRAGEDY IN MEMFPHIS.

A “Pretty Waliter Girl” Assnasinates Her
Paramonr,
Fromthe Memphis Bulletin, July 10,

Yesterdny morning s drendful murder took
lace at the corper of Main and Poplar streets,
n which Charlie Wilson, the Treasarer of the
Varietieg Theatre, was the victim, and Lottie
Eherwoed, & wailress in the same establishment,
the supposed morderess. For some tlme post
the pair have been living together as man aud
wile. 1L was known that they wers not mar-
ried, but they appeared to live together on
amiable terms, and were seldom given to quar-
relling. The grl, like wany of her class, was
subject to fite of jenlousy. Bhe came to this
city early in the year, and has been engaged ut
the Varieties for several months, where she has
alwaye condocted herself in & respectable mun-
ner,  She dressed well, but notgaudily; and was
careful of her enrnings, nud at the same time of
committing the rash act which sent bher “lover”
unshriven into eternity, she had, 1t Is sald,
several hundreds ol dollars deposited lu her own
name, while she wag possessad ot some valoable
jewelry, bhe is a native of Indiann, where it is
sald her parents reside. Her victim was a native
of Behuylerville, New York, aud his real name
wans Lawrence A. Perritt, although he was gene-
rally known as Charllie Wilson. He has o slster
living at Saratoga, and it ¢ said his widowed
mother resides in Schuylerville,

Ou the evening of Monday the suppoted mur-
deresd, Lottie, sent word to the proprietors of
the theatre, by Wilson, that she was unable to
attend to her duties thet evening on aecount of
slekpess, Whether this was & ruse or not to get
Wilson out of the way while she entertainerd
“company,” is not known. Be that asit muy,
Wilson mugt have suspected sometulng of the
kind, for he left the caiablishment at an early
hour in the evening. What took place up to
1 o’clock in the morning between the puir i1s not
known,

About that time the report of a pistol was
heard on Main street, near Poplur, and several
policemen ran in the direotion of the place
where the shot was fieed. A man who proved
to be Charley Wilson was seen stageering across
Poplar street, und as he was asbont to fall to the
ground he was caught by Officer Wilson, and in
answer to an Inguiry, ssid *‘Lotiie shot me,”
and almost immediately afterwards expired,
When the shot was fired the policeman saw a
woman dressed in white rubning across Poplar
street at o rapid rate, in the direction of the
pluce where Wilson and Lotile lived. When
shie alarm of the murder was given, the girl
come down to the place where her ‘loyer” lay
dead, and throwing hersell down on the L‘ur‘uc
ghe indulged in & puroxysm of grief and ca led
on “'her Charley to come back fo life,” and eried
and sobbed as it her heart would bronk,

During the entire day the anfortunate woman
indulged in grest gnef, and excisimed otten
that she wished she was dead, aad asked a
person who culled to see her to pull out bis
pistol and kill her on the spot, Bhe also ssid
that if she bad only & pistol or akuife she would
not be loug In this world after “‘her Charley.”
After such exclamations she would Inclurue
in another burst of violent griel, excluim-
jog that she wished she wne deand, as she
had nothing now to live for, that her Cnarley
WHs gone,

THE FILIBUSTERS.
——

Fifteen Hundred Men Ralsved in Now
York to Avemge the Death of Maxi-
millan, and te Hescne Santa Anaa—
Jefl. Thompson Offered the Command
of the Expedition,
